Remarks/ Arguments 

This case has been reviewed and analyzed in view of the Official Action 
dated 17 March 2006. Claims 1, 14 and 24 have now been amended to further 
clarify the inventive concept of the subject patent application. 

The Examiner has rejected Claims 1, 14 and 24 under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first 
paragraph, as failing to comply with the written description requirement. The 
Examiner has objected to the language "LED units. . .connected in a shared manner 
to LEDs of like color," and "the control unit being operable to adaptively control" 
which appears in Independent Claims 1,14 and 24. The coupling of the control 
units to LEDs of like color is clearly seen in the specification as provided on page 
5, beginning on line 8 wherein it states: ". . .as shown in Fig. 3B. . .the light 
emitting diode light source 2 according to the present invention mainly further 
comprises three sets of control units 24A-24C on a back face of the printed circuit 
board 20. The control unit 24A controls a driving current for the eight red LEDs 
and has eight pins connected to anode pad or cathode pad (such as 32A or 34A) of 
the red LEDs of the RGB LED units 22A-22H. The control unit 24B controls a 
driving current for the eight green LEDs and has eight pins connected to anode 
pad or cathode pad. . .The control unit 24C controls a driving current for the eight 
blue LEDs and has eight pins connected to anode pad or cathode pad. . .". 

It is believed that the specification clearly points out that the control units 
are connected to each of the LEDs of like color as now claimed in Independent 
Claims 1, 14, and 24. 
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The undersigned attorney is not exactly certain as to the rejection of the 
"the control unit being operable to adaptively control", however, it is believed that 
the Examiner is referring to the term "adaptively" since obviously the control unit 
is operable to control the driving current to each of the LEDs. 

Thus, the term "adaptively" has been removed from each of the 
Independent Claims and that portion of the claims now defines: ". . .the control unit 
being operable to control a driving current to each LED connected thereto,..." 

The Examiner has rejected Claims 1-5, 8-9, 14-18 and 24-28 under 35 
U.S.C. 102 as being anticipated by the Wang et al. patent application Publication 
No. 2005/0128767. The Examiner has also rejected Claims 6-7, 19-20, and 29-30 
under 35 U.S.C. 103 as being obvious in view of the Wang et al. publication. 
Further, Claims 9-10, 13 and 23, as well as Claims 1 1-12 and 21-22 have been 
further rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103 in view of the Wang et al. patent application

publication. 

Applicant has filed a Petition to Accept claim for foreign priority under 37 
C.F.R 1.55(c) and 35 U.S.C. 1 19(a)-(d) based upon Taiwan Patent Application 
Serial No. 092219257 filed on 30 October 2003. A copy of the Priority Document 
being filed with the Petition is attached to this Amendment. Further, a copy of the 
Petition to Accept Late Claim of Foreign Priority is also attached. 

The Wang et al. Publication No. 2005/0128767 was filed on 10 December 
2003 as Serial No. 10/731,097. Thus, the Wang et al. reference was filed 
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subsequent to the claim of priority and is believed not to be a proper reference for 
citation under 35 U.S.C. 102 or 35 U.S.C. 103. 

With removal of the Wang et al. reference, it is believed that all objections 
and rejections made by the Examiner under 35 U.S.C. 102 and 103 have been 
obviated. 

The Examiner has objected to the first Amendment filed in this case under 
35 U.S.C. 132(a) since the Examiner believed it introduced new matter into the 
disclosure. By this Amendment, Claims 1, 14 and 24 have been amended and are 
believed to have removed any "new matter" considered by the Examiner. 

It is now believed that the subject patent application has been placed in 
condition for allowance and such action is respectfully requested.
